It’s not a lofty statement to say everyone knows 
someone who has been affected by cancer, and it 
seems the numbers just keep growing. 

Last year over 150,000 Canadians were diagnosed 
with cancer and 70,000 died. 

Terry’s dream was to change that, but he knew he 
couldn’t do it alone. 

He called on all Canadians to do their part. 

In 1980, with that ceremonial dip of the leg, Terry 
said “If you've given a dollar, you are part of the 
Marathon of Hope .” 

Since the first “tribute” run in 1981, Canadians 
have raised over $400 million for Cancer research, 
an amount that would very likely have made Terry 
proud. 

His is a timeless story and on Sunday, Sept. 17 a 
new chapter will start. 

Didsbury residents are encouraged to participate 
in the run at the Memorial Complex.

Old high school to be demolished 

Catholic school no longer a possibility for Didsbury

The fate of the old 
Didsbury High School has 
been decided after months 
of speculation. 

Roy Brassard, chair of 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division, said the building 
will be demolished once 
students and staff have 
vacated it.

There had been rumours 
that the Catholic board 
might take it over, but in 
the wake of last week’s 
announcement of a 
Catholic school setting up 
in Olds, it seemed to be left 
up in the air again. 

But Brassard said the 
DHS site was actually only 
a secondary alternative if 
the separate board was 
really stuck. 

“It was never really on 
the table,” he said. 


So the question now is 
what will go in place of the 
old school? 

“We usually sit down 
with the Town and work 
out something that is going 
to work for the town," said 
Brassard. 

“We’re not in the devel¬ 
opment business, but we 
would certainly want to 
dispose of it, so that's 
what’s in the works.” 

Town CAO Roy Brown 
said Council has discussed 
the issue and is looking 
forward to sitting down 
with Chinook’s Edge. 

He can’t elaborate at this 
point whether council is 
leaning toward residential 
or business development 
in the area, but he said 
Disbury residents will get a 
chance to provide input 
before anything is final¬ 
ized. 

The same fate may be in 


store for the Olds High 
School once it’s made the 
transition to the new 
Community Learning 
Campus. 

“Eventually we’ll move 
out of that site, and we 
have a playground on the 
other side of Hwy. 27, 
behind Dairy Queen that 
we will probably dispose of 
once we don’t need it,” said 
Brassard. 

“Then we’ll go through 
the whole determination 
with the whole school as to 
what use we could put it 
to." 

Brassard said when look¬ 
ing at upgrades for both 
D11S and OHS, they needed 
so many renovations that it 
just didn’t work, which is 
why both sites are being 
vacated. 

The new Catholic school 
will start out with portable 
classrooms and eventually 


look for a more permanent 
home. 

Blit Brassard said the 
Olds High building is an 
unlikely solution. 

“Anyone taking an old 
high school like the 
Didsbury High or the Olds 
High, which is in the same 
position, would be faced 
with some pretty miyor 
renovations before it could 
be tenable," he said. 

“A lot of these old 
schools aren’t up to code 
as far as air quality and so 
on, so once we modernize 
it, then we have to bring 
everything up to code and 
in a case of the Olds High 
School, for instance, I 
think we were up some¬ 
where around $7 million 
worth of renovations 
required, so it’s a pretty 
onerous task for someone, 
like the Catholic school 
hoard, to move into and 


face those kinds of renova¬ 
tions.” 

But he said anything is 
possible. 

“It’s hard to say what 
we’ll do with (OHS), but 
we’ll cross that when we 
come to it.” 

When it comes time for 
the DHS demolition, 
Chinook’s Edge will 
reclaim as much of the nib¬ 


ble as possible. 

“A lot of those are the old 
style brick and very diffi¬ 
cult to dean up, but we 
may be able to crush them 
up and use them for road¬ 
way in our other schools, 
in parking lots,” he said.

Driving past the old stone 
school building, Didsbury resi¬ 
dents often comment on its 
beauty, but many haven’t 
stepped inside since it became 
home to the museum in the early 
‘80s. 

It’s been called the “best, well- 
kept secret” in Didsbury- 
-perhaps a little too well- 
kept-and three women are on a 
mission to change that. 

“I just think museums can do 
great things for people and it’s 
just sitting there, not being uti¬ 
lized to anywhere near what it 
should be," said Shirley Dorin. 

“It makes me very sad.” 

Dorin has done her part, bring¬ 
ing her daughter and two 
teenage grandkids to see what 
the museum has to offer. The 
teens were less than thrilled at 
the prospect of a historical visit, 
but as Dorin suspected, they 
were surprised by the adventure 
that awaited them. 

“We had only an hour and we 
had to drag these two in there, 


but when we were leaving we 
had to drag them out again,” she 
said. 

“They were just shrieking with 
delight at some of these man¬ 
nequins and things.” 

Keeping any museum in tip¬ 
top shape can be difficult, and 
when you have only one dedicat¬ 
ed person taking care of all of 
the maintenance and repairs, it’s 
even tougher. 

John Gerbrandt has been kept 
busy replacing windows and try¬ 
ing to deal with a leaky roof that 
has caused pieces of the ceiling 
to fall down, and he’s getting 
frustrated by the heavy load. 

His wife Joyce is one of only a 
handful of volunteers keeping 
the museum afloat. 

“I get everyone I can in the 
family to help out,” she said. 

Her sister-in-law came up from 
Okotoks recently to help with a 
garage sale fundraiser, her 
brother-in-law, who is a 
plumber, comes and turns the 
boiler on, and of course John 
does the rest. 

With their assistance and that 
of fellow volunteer Joan Court, 


the museum will continue to 
operate, but everyone is begin¬ 
ning to feel a little underappreci¬ 
ated and more help would defi¬ 
nitely be welcome. 

“We need money donations or 
people donating their labour,” 
said Joyce. 

“We had only an 
hour and we had to 
drag these two in 
there, but when we 
were leaving we had 
to drag them out 
again.”

“I nearly dropped dead. I 
wanted to go over there and just 
put my arms around his neck," 
she said. 

“He said ‘well this is absolute¬ 
ly my priority, this is a very 


important thing and it should 
have support.’”

Growing project builds economies

MANY HANDS - Representatives from the Canadian Foodgrains Bank and 
farmers are reflected in the windshield of a combine as its driver unloads barley. 


For people who have money, there’s always 
food available, but for those who can’t afford 
it, abundance is a distant dream. 

But thanks to a group of local farmers, 
fewer plates will be empty. 

Seven committee members comprising the 
Rosebud Community Growing Project gath¬ 
ered with a dozen area farmers Thursday to 
harvest 120 acres of grain that will go to peo¬ 
ple who desperately need it. 

Jack Feenstra said the group jumped on 
board with the Canadian Foodgrains Bank 
because they shared a passion for helping 
people. 

“We really had a burden on our hearts to 
see if we could find some land around here,” 
he said. 

When Wayne and Vicky Poffenroth moved 
to town, they volunteered the land rent free. 

“This is really amazing, because often proj¬ 
ect committees like ours have to pay rent for 
land," said Feenstra. 

“/ always stand amazed at the

“We offered to pay the land taxes but he 
wouldn't have that either." 

Free seed, crop insurance and labour were 
offered its well, working out to about $100 an 
acre worth of donations. 

“We get the maximum bang for our buck," 
said Feenstra. 

This year that's even more true. 

The Canadian government used to require 
the organization buy 95 per cent of the food 
in Canada to be shipped out. 

“That made it very expensive to send aid 
away," said Feenstra. 

But this year that figure was slackened to 
50 per cent, so the grain will be shipped to 
High River and the money will go to the 
Foodgrains office in Winnipeg and, eventual¬ 
ly, into the hands of farmers in areas of need. 

“It helps the local growers because you 
don’t compete," said Feenstra. 


Karsten said the rule change is a huge boost 
to local economies. . 

Grace said a perfect example can be found 
in the Southeast Asian tsunami disaster, 
where coastal areas were devastated, but fur¬ 
ther inland they had a bumper crop. 

“So we could buy from local farmers who 
had no one to buy from them because every¬ 
one was down and out," she said. 

“It helps their economy, plus we get it to 
them faster, the food is what they're used to, 
there’s no transport costs, and the dollar goes 
twice as far." 

Now the Foodgrains Bank is expanding to 
implement more development programs that 
encourage self-sustainability and Food For 
Work programs that allow people to maintain 
their pride. 

“People have dignity wherever you are and 
they don't just want handouts, so they don’t 
mind working," said Grace. 

'They’ll learn how to do terracing of hill¬ 
sides, or to build a road so they can get mar¬ 
ket access, and they get paid in food.” 

The Canadian government matches the 
funds raised on a 4:1 ratio, up to $16,000. Last 
year the organization raised $7.5 million so 
they maxed that ratio out. 

The project began as a Mennonite initiative 
in 1989 and has since expanded to include 13 
different church organizations. 

Locally, it’s growing strong. 

“I always stand amazed at the commitment 
people have,” said Feenstra. 

And when all the grain was in the trucks, he 
took a deep breath and smiled with the 
knowledge that a hard day’s work was worth 
so much.

New assistant chief 
judge for circuit court

When Judge Robert James Wilkins 
steps into the position of assistant chief 
judge, criminal division in Calgary and 
southern Alberta on Sept. 16 he will join 
in the challenge of building a swift and 
effective justice system. 

“Judge (Brian) Stevenson was at this 
for 15 years and that’s always been a pri¬ 
ority of his and 1 don’t think the priority 
has changed much," Wilkins said in a 
phone interview Friday. 

“That’s a continuing battle that we're 
fighting, to try and cut down on waiting 
times for trials.” 

Wilkins was appointed through an 
order-in-council Aug. 30 by Justice 
Minister Ron Stevens to a five-year term 
and will replace Stevenson, who has 
been assistant chief judge since 1992. 

Wilkins will be one of nine assistant 
chief judges who report to acting chief 
judge, Allan Lefever. Alberta Chief Judge 
Gail Vickery has taken a three-month 
personal leave of absence from her 
duties to undergo cancer treatment. 

The chief judge oversees all court 
operations in the province while the 
assistant chief judges oversee certain 
areas. 

There are approximately 112 judges in 
the province, 31 of which Wilkins will be 
responsible for. 

Five of those judges have been 
assigned to the Calgary rural circuit, of 
which the Didsbury provincial court is 
part. 

Wilkins, who was described in the 
press as being fast on the uptake and 
possessing a fair share of common 
sense, said he was pleased with the 


description. 

“1 think that common sense is a very 
important attribute for anybody, any 
judge that’s sitting in criminal court.” 

* Wilkins, who came to the bench Nov. 
10, 2003, after spending 35 years practic¬ 
ing mainly civil litigation in Calgary, 
with an aboriginal law specialty, said the 
challenge of the position is in the vari¬ 
ety. 

“Here, it’s totally different, to the 
extent that you’re seeing something dif¬ 
ferent every day. You don't have any 
warning as to what’s going to be going 
on in your courtroom so it's a learning 
experience every day.” 

While he said he had no burning desire 
to become a lawyer, “it was something 1 
was interested in and I followed it and it 
was the right choice.” 

He came to Calgary after graduating 
from the University of Alberta and 
joined the firm where he would eventu¬ 
ally become a partner, Walsh Wilkins 
Creighton. 

The rapid growth being experienced 
within the southern Alberta and Calgary 
area has meant an increase in some 
types of crime he said. “There’s been a 
large increase, particularly in Didsbury, 
... criminal youth matters have gone up a 
lot.” 

Another trend he has seen is drug- 
related cases. “With regards to grow ops 
and things like that, they require more 
trial time.” 

The court’s role, he said, is clearly 
defined. “We’re restricted on how we 
deal with them by the criminal code pro¬ 
visions,” he said. “If you’re asking if I 
think there’ll be minimum penalties and 
that, that’s up to the government to 
change the legislation."
